I always get 
that sinking sensation around (he heart 
and that nervousness which causes my 
face to tremble For tits reason, I 
hate to go visiting people, and am in 
constant fear that it will show Itself 
and make people wonder This has 
made me terribly timid 

I have suffered from this for the last 
two years. I am always having a con- 
Stant fight with myself telling myself 
that I must stop being that way, and ff 
I act that way again. I don't knew 
what T'll do; but it's no use, It comes 
upon me without asking me and I can- 
not help myself. I have been to doctors 
and had myself examined but they all 
say that it is nothing but # delicate 
nervous system. However, be that as it 
may be. I am beside myself and must 
have help. I cannot understand it, and 
always seem to be under a cloud, and 
never happy on account of it.
